Bill for the Regulation and Sale 
Habit Forming Drugs. 


Philadelphia, June 9, 1910. 
One of the immediate results of the 
exposures that have accompanied the 


crusade against the illegal sale of mor- 
phine, cocaine and other habit-forming 
drugs by Christopher Koch, vice-presi- 
dent the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical 
Examining Board, has been the framing 
bill for the regulation, sale and pos- 
session of these drugs and providing for 
an appropriation for its enforcement. 

It is proposed to present this bill to 
the annual meeting of the Pennsylvania 
Pharmaceutical Association, at Buena 
Vista Springs, June 28, 29 and 30, for ap- 
proval or correction, and then have it 
turned over to the Legislative Commit- 
tee that organization for presentation 
to the coming session of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature for enactment. The 
fact that the bill carries with it a re- 
quest for appropriation 
with which the State Board en- 
force it, is one of the interesting features. 
In the past the work of the board has 
been more or less handicapped by lack 
of funds and—so it is claimed—the polit- 
ical powers were loath to place an appro- 
priation any importance its hands. 
But this year, with the revelations of the 
cocaine crusade fresh in mind, it is elaim- 
ed that assurances have been made that 
the money will be forthcoming.

The sixteenth annual convention of the 
Texus Cottonseed Crushers’ Association 
convened at San Antonio, ‘Texus, on June 

} Ll and continued in session four days. 

{rh strength of the organization and the 
importance of the meeting are exemplilied 
in the large attendance, which aggre- 
gated over three hundred members, which 
fact added not little to the enthusiusm 
of the proceedings. 

The meeting was called to order on 

Wednesday, June 1, by C. H, Bencini, 
chairman of the local Committee on Ar- 
rangements, after which the Rt. Rey. 
Bishop J. S. Johnson delivered an invo- 
cation, 

Cordial address of welcome was extend- 
ed on behalf of the City of San Antonio 
by the Hon. Bryan Callaghan, Mayor of 
the city, which was ably responded to by 
KF. A. Blain, of Fort Worth. 


PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 

lollowing these addresses the conven- 
ticn was formally opened for business by 
the president, J. S. LeClereq, of Paris, 
Texas. The reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting was dispensed with. 
Credentials were presentel and the en- 
roliment of new members became the 
first order of business. President Le- 
Clereq then delivered his annual address, 
which was printed with announcement 
of the meeting in the last issue of the 
Reporter. Among the vital points touch- 
ed upon by Mr. LeClereq was the ques- 
tion of arbitration, which he strongly 
recommended as the fairest and _ best 
method of settling disputes. He alco 
spoke of the work of the Publicity Com- 
mittee, which had done excellent ser- 
vice in making known the value of cotton- 
seed products to the world. He referred 
ut some length to the growing popularity 
ef cottonseed flour as nutritious and pal- 
atable article of human life. The question 
of mutual insurance was dealt with and 
Mr, LeCiereq pointed out the profitable 
and satisfactory results of the system. 
After paying tribute to the memory of 
two deceased members, Asher Silverstein, 
of Dallas, and J. R. Irvin, of Huntsville, 
Texas, Mr, LeClereq concluded with well 
deserved eulogy upon the association and 
the good work that it had set itself to 
accomplish, 

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

The report of the secretary, tobert 
Gibson, showed the membership un- 
changed of last year. It comprises 150 
mills and 4 regular, and 36 associate 
members, a total of 250. Mr. Gibson com- 
plained that as there were in all 207 mills 
in Texas there was still some missionary 
work done the matter gather- 
ing them all in. He also reported a de- 
ficiency in the treasury of some $1,500. 


Second Day's Session. 


The second day of the convention was 
devoted largely to committee reports and 
to addresses upon technical subjects per- 
taining to the industry. There was some 
little discussion also upon the advisability 
of joining issues with the Cold Press As- 
sociation then also in session, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to wait on the lat- 
ter organization and invite them to join 
the Texas crushers as a whole. 

The chairman introduced Dr. N. S&S. 
Fraps, State chemist of Texas, who de- 
livered a lengthy and most instructive 
address on “The Chemist’s View of Cot- 
tonseed Meal as a Human Food.” Dr. 
Fraps covered his subject very thor- 
oughly. He designated cottonseed flour 
as a “vegetable meat’’ which was so rich 
in protein thet he urged its temperate 
use as a daily article of diet. It filled. 
however, an important place and should 
prove a valuable adjunct to the food 
stuffs now in general use. A _ vote of 
thanks was attended to Dr, Fraps for his 
excellent paper. 

teport of the Cottonseed Crushers 
Bureau was presented by J. 8. Jalonick, 
manager, who called attention to the im- 
portance of reducing the fire hazard by 
keeping the premises clean, This, he said, 
was the best and only way to bring about 
reduced insurance rates.

Third Day's Session, 

A good part of the time of the con- 
vention on Friday was devoted to the 
subject of mutual liability insurance. 
William EF, Hawkins, Commissioner of 
Insurance and Banking for the State of 
Texas, explained the law as applied to 
the former and the effects it will have 
on fire insurance and the protection of 
property. Many of those who find fault 
with the present law, he believed, were 
so prompted by misinformation rather 
than by any desire to misrepresent the 
matter. He spoke at considerable length 
upon the regulation of rates by the State 
and condemned the prevalent practice 
neglect in respect to preventative meas- 
ures by the insured. 

Col. Frank P. Holland, editor of Farm 
and Ranch, spoke upon the needs of the 
cotton oil trade for a press agent. He 
extolled the value, in fact, the necessity 
for extended advertising and a general 
system of publicity. He was followed 
by A. W. Ellis. of Boston, who ad- 
dressed the meeting upon the “South's 
Opportunity as Seen by a New Eng- 
lander.” 

A report of the Arbitration Committee 
was presented by Jo W. Allison for the 
Dallas district, and James D. Dawson 
for the Houston district. The reports 
were filed. 


Fourth Day’s Session. 


The feature of the final session of the 
convention was an able address pre- 
pared by J. J. Culberson, of Paris, Texas, 
which was read by J. H. Mettenheimer. 
It was entitled “My Experiences in the 
Oleomargerine Campaign and How the 
Repeal the Grout Law will Effect the 
Cottonseed Oil Industry."

NORTHWESTERN FLAX CROP. 

It is yet too early to form any definite 
idea of what the acreage of flax will be 
this year in the Northwest. The indica- 
tions still are that the final acreage for 
the three States will show up at least 10 
per cent. larger than in 1909, Weather con- 
ditions, however, have been adverse. Con- 
siderable new ground has been broken in 
Western North Dakota, the principal flax 
State, but lack sufficient mois- 
ture has prevented farmers from putting 
in as much seed as expected, Line ele- 
vator companies base their estimates of 
acreage on the reports received from their 
agents at the various stations throughout 
the three States and so far as the pro- 
posed acreage is concerned, they all har- 


monize. Estimates of increases run from 
® to 12 per cent. In some localities 
less flax will be seeded, but, on, 


the other hand, the acreage in others will 
be doubled and in some cases trebled. 

Rains have fallen over most of the 
Northwest this week, although: the- pre- 
cipitation has not been as general and 
sample as wished for. Seeding of flax will 
continued June and for short 
time afterwards if weather conditions im- 
prove. Early sown flax has not made 
much progress, as the cold, dry weather 
has hindered growth. It seems certain 
that in portions of North Dakota consid- 
erable frost damage has been done and 
much reseeding will have to be done. 
Everything depends now on weather con- 
ditions, which at present are favorable. 

WESTERN CANADA CROP, 

The Northwest Grain Dealers’ Associa- 
tion in Winnipeg estimates the acreage of 
flax in Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan at 630,000 acres, compared with 349,540 
in 199, an increase of about 80 per cent. 
Reports indicate that the growing crop 
is in excellent condition and making bet- 
ter progress than on this side of the line.

The latter 
ure said to be making quotations to 
buyers that the Western mills cannot 
meet and are consequently doing the bulk 
of the business. According to reports 
from the East, the large mills at Buffalo 
are well supplied with oil and _ seed, 
and shading of prices is a common oc- 
currence, Jobbers also, who purchased 
heavily early in the year before the 
spirited advance, are disposing of their 


holdings in a small way and taking their 
profits. Some of these still have large 
quantities of oil coming to them, and they 
doubtless fee] that they can better afford 
to sell now than run the risk of carrying 
some of the oil over to a new crop when 
prices may be much lower than at pres- 
ent. 

Quotations at present are purely nom- 
inal. They are much lower than a week 
ago, as prices are now based on the 
July option. Some crushers are asking 
as low as 70c. per gallon f. o. b. Minne- 
apolis in car lots. It is said that one 
mill has offered to sell at this price in 
smaller lots in order to induce customers 
to buy. Asking prices vary according 
to the position of the seller. One mill 
has not reduced its quotation, and is still 
holding for 76c., while yet another asks 
72c. This wide range in prices is puzzling 
to buyers who find it hard to analyze 
the market. 

Outside mills are buying oil in Min- 
neapolis now with which to fill West- 
ern orders. They prefer to do this where 
the seed at 


they can sooner than buy 

Duluth, pay the freight on it to their 
plants in the East and then reship the 
oil West again. On the other hand at 


least one Minneapolis crusher is import- 


ing European oil with which to fill the 
orders he has booked from Eastern cus-

oil East. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 
The export demand for linseed oil cake 


is light. Aside from an occasional small 
sale for July-August shipment there is 
little doing at present.

of them have their output contracted 
for. This accounts for the heavy daily

for the balance of the crop year is not 
bright. 

The Southwestern crop is reported to 
be coming on splendidly. How 
much of this report is due to 
the natural optimism which usually ob- 


tains at this time of the year is a mat- 
ter of conjecture, but reports were re- 
ceived as late as to-day from the South- 
western field which seemed to indicate 
that there would be close to 60 per cent. 
more seed in Kansas than there was 
last year. Oklahoma will undoubtedly 
have a larger acreage than it did last 
year, and Nebraska will probably have 
more. The Southwestern season has not 
been as backward as has been the season 
in the Northwest, and for this reason it 
confidently anticipated that seed will 
move forward earlier this year than it 
did in 1909. It already has been intimated 
in these columns that there is a possibil- 
ity of seed being shipped out of the 
Southwest as early as the first week in 
July. Already the stooling process is go- 
ing on in the plant in many sections of 
the Southwest. It is not at all unlikely 
that Chicago crushers will again be fa- 
vored with the supply of seed ahead of 
the Northwestern crop, so that the local 
crushers may be in a position to put their 
mills into operation through the use of 
Southwestern seed long before there is 
any indication of new seed at either 
Duluth or Minneapolis. As Chicago is 
the primary market for Southwestern 
seed, the earlier the season opens the 
more advantageous will be the position 
of the local crushers at the start, It 
would, therefore, seem probable that they 
will be in a position to offer contract 
oil for September long before the North- 
west will.

Oleomargurine Bills Likely 


Over. 

CHAIRMAN SCOTT, OF COMMITTEE ON 
AGRICULTURE ANNOUNCES THAT PROS- 
PECTS ARE NOT FAVORABLE FOR 
CONSIDERATION OF THE MEAS- 
URE AT PRESENT. 

Washington, June 10, 1910. 

No evidence has been given of any in- 
tention on the part of the Committee on 
Agriculture of the House of Representa- 
tives to give consideration at any time 
during the remainder of the present Con- 
gressional session to the various bills 
pending before that committee relating 
to oleomargarine and the tax thereon, It 
will be recalled at the time the hearings 
were concluded before the Agricultural 
Corimittee on these bills, Chairman Scott 
announced that the prospect was not fa- 
vorable for the measure being considered 
at present in view of the pressure of mat- 
ters before the committee and «the im- 
portance of the controversy, as well as the 
inability of the oleomargarine and dairy 
people to reach anything like an agree- 
ment upon the suggested changes in the 
existing law. 

The fact that Chairman Scott has been 
absent during the past week, and prob- 
ably will be away in his district in Kan- 
sas during the greater part of the re- 
mainder of the session, is accepted by 
other members of the committee as evi- 
dence that it is not Mr. Scott's purpose 
to urge active efforts among the mem- 
bers of the committee to bring about a 
report on the oleomargarine question be- 
fore the close of the present session. 

Members of the committee state that 
notwithstanding the well recognized fact 
that oleomargarine in the United States 
is treated with much greater severity 
with respect, not only to the tax on this 
food product, but also in the way of leg- 
islation limiting the manufacture, whole- 
sale and retail distribution of oleomarga- 
rine than in any other country of the 
world, so powerful have the dairy inter- 
ests been in preventing any modification 
in the law along the lines of more liberal 
treatment that it is next to impossible 
for the friends of a more liberal course 
to make much headway. 

The fact has been brought out through 
conferences between the members of the 
Agricultural Committee of the House of 
Representatives that they are much im- 
pressed with the idea that the dairy in- 
terests will fight to the uttermost any 
proposition for encouraging the manufac- 
ture and sale of oleomargarine, colored 
either artificially or by its natural ingre- 
dients, and that the dairymen may be ex- 
pected to line up practically as a unit in 
favor of the principal feature of the Me- 
Henry bill, which is intended to penalize 
the manufacture and sale in interstate 
commerce of oleomargarine bearing any 
semblance to butter, especially with re- 
spect to the yellow colcr. On the other 
hand, the oleomargarine men have put up 
a splendid tight, a fight which is gener-

Petroleum Industry Asia Minor 


and South America, 
AMERICAN DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR 
SERVICE REPORT CONCERNING THE 
OIL TRADE IN PERSIA, ASIATIC 
TURKEY AND ARGENTINA. 
Washington, June 10, 1910. 
A series of reports have been received at 
the Bureau of Manufactures on the subject 


of the petroleum industry in Persia, 
Asiatic Turkey and Argentina. Note is 
taken in these reports of a point made 
by Consul-General Harris in Asia Minor 
of the arrival of the first shipment of 
American petroleum in that country. A 
report also comes from Consul-General 


Simpich, at Bagdad, referring to the oil 
developments at the head of the Persian 


Gulf, and to the quantity of American 
iron pipe purchased for utilization in 
connection with this development. From 


Minister Sherrill, at Buenos Ayres, a 
report is also received giving information 
concerning recent petroleum residue ex- 
periments in Argentina. The discussion 
of the shipment of American petroleum 
to Asiatic Turkey by Consul-General 
Harris is follows:— 

“The first shipment 
has arrived in Smyrna Some months age the 
Standard Oi! Company began the erection of 
tanks. warehouses and a pier extending 300 
feet into the at this port, which will be 
completed next autumn, at a _ total cost of 
$100,000. The shipment just received consists 
of 190,000 cases of oil, which came from New 
York in a special steamer, and will be stored 
temporarily in rented warehouses for distribu- 
tion in the trade 

“Tt is the intention of this company to es- 
tablish petroleum depots at every railway sta- 
tion in the interior of the country where there 
is a chance to do business. The two railway 
companies which tap the back country will 
build tank cars for transporting oil in bulk 
As soon as the pier and tanks are completed 
it is probable that most of the netroleum com- 
ing from the United States will he in bulk 
It is also intended to build several steam 
crafts to supply the islands of the archipelago

lerm ean he made to vaporize 12 kilos of 
water. Experiments were also made to demon- 
strate the superiority of petroleum as _ fuel 
over coal. In the same marine caldron used in 
the petroleum tests and with the same atmos- 


nheric pressure, 1 kilo of coal vaporized only 
8 kilos of water. or, in other words. under 
similar conditions, a given weight of petro- 
leum will convert into steam half again as 
much water as an equal weight of coal will 
do. It is stated that the Minister of Marine 
wil] issue an order that petroleum he given a 
trial on one of the Argentine war vessels, and 


should it prove satisfactory that it replace coal 
on all the vessels of the navy. 

“Tt ean readily be seen that a country which 
imports coal to the value of $22,000.000 every 
year will weleome a discovery which will en- 
ahle it to replace that fuel with a native prod- 
uct. The lands at present worked by the gov- 
ernment cover an area of 22.960 hv 9 840 feet 
some wells vielding as much as 1,750 cubic feet 


of petroleum per day The wells being 
worked under the Ministry of Agriculture in 
the south are developing slowly, owing to the 
lack of funds. no funds having heen added to 
the original appropriation of $300,000.""

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Gain California Stocks. 
Los Angeles, June 4, 1910. 

Field conditions on May 31, according to 
the field reports, are not as favorable as they 
were the previous month, although, for reasons 
Stated last week, there seems to be no un- 
easiness among oil men over the situation. In 
fact, the president of the Independent Agen- 
cies, at their last meeting, advised against any 
curtailment in operations and discouraged a 
shut-down movement. He stated that storage 
was being provided and that contracts already 
made necessitated a large amount of oil on 
hand constantly. 

The reports show a decrease, however, in 
drilling wells. On May 31 there were 594, 
against 616 on April 30, a loss of 22, which 
is not enough to affect matters in any way. 
The Union Oil Company has found it advisable 
to suspend drilling operations on some of 
its properties in view of the immense. produc- 
tion it is receiving from the Lakeview gusher, 
and for the further reason that there are some 
of its leases where drilling must be done in 
order to hold them. 

The wells completed during the month num- 
ber fifty-three, about the same number as in 
the previous months. Some of these are of the 
gusher class—all the gushers being in the Sun- 
set-Maucopa field, with the one exception of 
the Palmer Oil Company No. 2 on the Block- 
man farm, in the East Santa Maria field. The 
Union, the Eagle and the Pioneer-Midway 
each brought in a gusher during the month. 
None of them flowed but for a few days and 
then choked up, much to the satisfaction of 
oil men—even their owners. Later, when these 
wells are put to producing, a big increase in 
output will be noted in this field. There are 
several other wells which are about completed 
and which have all the earmarks of gushers. 
The present month will probably see them 
finished. In the Santa Maria field there seems 
little doubt now that the Dome Oil Company 
will have an immense well in its No, 2, as it 
is showing up big and its close proximity to the 
Palmer well almost assures its being a sen- 
sational performer, 

The number of producing wells on May 31 
was 4,071, as against 4,148 on April 30. The 
decrease is accounted for by the shutting down 
of a few wells in the various fields and the 
abandonment of a number in Summerland and 
the old Los Angeles city district. 

The total daily output on May 81 is given 
as 218,375 barrels. This is an increase over 
the previous month of 7,425 barrels, on April 
30 the total output having been 210,950 barrels. 
This increase is in the San Joaquin Valley 
fields, the Sunset-Midway coming in for the 
most of it. This field shows a daily output 
of 61,000 barrels a day, as against 53,000 bar- 


rels on April 30. 
The total daily shipments on May 81 are 
shown to be 196,075 barrels. a decrease from 


This big 
output and decrease in shipments 
resulted in piling up stocks in a rapid 

The total daily surplus on May 31 is 
2 barrels, and the total storage is 
20,745,000 barrels. 

This storage oil is distributed along the lines 
of the pipe lines, the Standard having the 
bulk of it at its Kern River tank farm. The 
independents have about 4,000,000 barrels and 
the Associated probably 5,000,000 barrels. 

It is stated that the independents aim to 
have storage capacity for 10,000,000 barrels as 
soon as it can be provided, 

California has never in its history produced 
so much oil as it is doing at present, and 
the consumption has never been so large, and 
the prospects of a largely expanded market 
have never been as promising as at present. 

The overproduction amounting to 22,300 bar- 
rels a day does not seem to deter any one from 
getting in the business as fast as he can. 
There is, however, a noticeable decrease in 
wildcatting. 

Most of the work 1s being done in the proven 
fields, and there seems to be no end of the 
amount of capital seeking investment in oil 
here. Most of the inquiries are for producing 
properties or land which is absolutely proven, 
and prices which to a tenderfoot would seem 
exorbitant is readily paid. Two thousand dol- 
lars an acre for land which is proven is con- 
sidered a very reasonable figure. Producing 
properties command almost any price asked 
within reason. In California acreage is the 
basis on which producing properties are sold, 
while in the Fastern fields the price is hased 
on the daily output. A concern having a large 
acreage, although it may not all be proven as 
oil bearing, can command a better price than 
one having a small acreage, although its out 
put might exceed the other. 

There seems to be no weakness in the mar-

keting situation and prices remain firm. 
That there is liable to be an increase rather 
than a decline in price is indicated in the 
contracts made between the Independent 
Agency and the American Oilfields and the 
Nevada Petroleum companies they 
joined the Agencies. These companies are 


guaranteed 50 cents a barrel for their oil for 
three years, although the other Agency mem- 
bers are at the nresent time only receiving 
41% cents. The Agency officials have assured 
the members that contracts they now have 
with consumers on which deliveries will soon 
begin will bring the price to the producers 
above 50 cents a barrel. In fact, it is said 


that when several old low-price contracts ex- 
pire the price will be nearer 5 cents, It is 
also stated that the independents mow con- 
trol 100,000 barrels of the daily produccion 
of the State, which, it will be seen, is about 
one-half the total.

There are now several 
wells in section 25, Dennison, that, when 
drilled into the McCloskey sand, showed pro- 
duction raging from 700 to 3,500 barrels, and 
~ sand is remarkable for its staying quali- 
ties. 

The Wainwright well in the Southwestern 
quarter of section 16-13-16, about 20 miles 
southwest of Muskogee, Okla., was reported 
to be producing 400 barrels. This may be the 
forerunner of a new pool, as it is about 15 
miles from any production.

Advices from Kansas City, Mo., stated near- 
ly all details had been perfected for the 
merger of twenty of the large oil producing 
companies in the Oklahoma field into a com- 
pany with its own refineries and pipe lines, 
according to an announcement by Thomas 
Priestly, of Bartlesville, Okla. Mr. Priestly 
said the new company will have control of 
wells which are producing 20,000 barrels of oil 
a@ day. 

The College Mound Oil Company, a $2,000,- 
000 corporation organized under the laws of 
Arizona to bore for oil at College Mound, 
Macon county, Mo., has been licensed by the 
Secretary of State of Missouri to do business 
in that State. 


A recent completion in the northeast quar- 
ter of the Sour Lake field of Texas was re- 
ported to be yielding an average daily pro- 
duction of 2,000 barrels per day, It is one of 
the best wells brought in for years on the 
Sour Lake field and its advent has caused 
great activity and enthusiasm on the part 
of operators in the vicinity of the new well, 
of which two are for the Texas company, 
one for the Gilbert Oil Company and one for 
the Gordon Oil Company. 


Transportation Company has 
purchased 200 acres of land near San Luis 
Obispo, California, for storage sites, and will 
install 60 tanks, each with a capacity of 
55,000 barrels. This will cost $750,000 and 
will enable the company to store immense 
quantities of oil at the port and eliminate 
all causes of delay in loading the oil fleet.

For Revision Trade Mark Statutes. 
BILL PASSED BY HOUSE OF REPRESENT- 


ATIVES IS SENT TO THE SENATE 
COMMITTEE ON PATENTS— 
TEXT OF CHANGES, 


Washington, June 10, 1910. 


A bill has just been passed by the 
House of Representatives revising and 


amending the statutes relative to trade- 


marks. The measure as it passed the 
House has been sent to the Committee 
on Patents of the Senate. The proposi- 


tion involved covers section five and its 
various sub-divisions of the act of 1905, 
authorizing the registration of trade- 
marks used in commerce with foreign na- 
tions or among the several States or 
with Indians, and to protect the same. 
It is proposed by the pending measure 
to further amend the law by adding the 
following proviso, which is intended to 
added the section:— 

‘*Provided further, That nothing herein shall 
prevent the registration of a trade-mark other- 
wise registrable because of its being the name 
of the applicant or a portion thereof, so that 
the section as amended will read as follows:— 

“Sec. 5. That no mark by which the goods 
of the owner of the mark may be distinguished 
from other goods of the same class shall be re- 
fused registration as a trade-mark on account 
of the nature of such mark unless such mark 

‘‘(a) Consists of or comprises immoral or 
scandalous matter. 

‘*(b) Consists of or comprises the flag or coat 
of arms or other insignia of the United States, 
or any simulation thereof, or of any State 
or municipality, or of any foreign nation, or 
of any design or picture that has been Or may 
hereafter be adopted by any fraternal society 
as its emblem: Provided, That trade-marks 
which are identical with a registered or known 
trade-mark owned and in use by another, and 
appropriated to merchandise of the same de- 
scriptive properties, or which so nearly resem- 
ble a registered or known trade-mark owned 
and in use by another, and appropriated to 
merchandise of the same descriptive properties, 
as to be likely to cause confusion or mistake 
in the mind of the public, or to deceive pur- 
chasers, shall not be registered: Provided, 
That no mark which consists merely in the 
name of an individual, firm, corporation or 
association not written, printed, impressed or 
woven in some particular or distinctive manner 
or in association with a portrait of the individ- 
ual, or merely in words or devices which are 
descriptive of the goods with which they are 
used, or of the character or- quality of such 
goods, or merely a geographical name or term, 
shall be registered under the terms of this act: 
Provided, further, That no portrait of a living 
individual may be registered as a trade-mark 
except by the consent of such individual, evi- 
denced by an instrument in writing: And pro- 
vided further, That nothing herein shall pre- 
vent the registration of any mark used by the 
applicant or his predecessors, or by those from 
whom title to the mark is derived, in com- 
merce with foreign nations or among the sey- 
eral States or with Indian tribes which was 
in actual and exclusive use as a trade-mark 
of the applicant, or his predecessors from 
whom he derived title, for ten years next pre- 
ceding February 20, 1909: Provided further, 
that nothing herein shall prevent the registra- 
tion of a trade-mark otherwise registrable be- 
cause of its being the name of the applicant 
or a portion thereof.’’

as fair to fine gum. America again was the 
keenest buyer and top quality scored—{21 
ius. per hundredweight—being 15s. above last 
auction's record. Kbuchu leaves were repre- 
sented by 13 bales, of which one only was 
gzovud round green and this, after spirited 
bidding, fetched 3s. 4d. per pound, being 4d. 
above last public and $d, higher than last 
private rate paid; spears and ovals were 
also dearer, up to 2s, being paid for the for- 
mer and 1s, 7d. for the latter. Ipecacuanha 
has fallen from its high estate; no fair Rio 
changed hands and Cartagena went off at 
a depreciation, the prices realized being 5s. 
2d. and ds. 5d., as against 5s. Sd. at the 
previous event when a decline of 10d, was 
registered, Cape Aloes were firm, but other 
sorts were not wanted. Cardamems de- 
clined fully 1d. Gum benjamin and rhu- 
barb were practically neglected. Senna was 
shady, but the bulk of the fair gray Jamaica

Gross Pepper Adulteration 
Canada. 


Toronto, Canada, June §, 1910. 


The Inland Revenue Department states 
that from examination of samples ob- 
tained in all parts of Canada it is shown 


that pepper continues to be the most ex- 
tensively adulterated spice on the mar- 
ket, Of 140 samples of black pepper 
analyzed, 100 were found genuine, 25 


adulterated and 15 doubtful. Of 136 samples 
of white pepper, 104 ‘were genuine, 24 
adulterated and 11 doubtful, Adulteration 
seems to be most prevalent in Montreal 
and Toronte districts. In Montreal of 25 
samples examined 5 were adulterated. Of 
27 samples examined in Toronto 7 were 
adulterated. In Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 


wick and Manitoba only one sample in 
each province out of twenty examined 
were found adulterated. The adulterant 
used principally is excessively high ash, 
or mineral matter, which may be classed 
ads dirt. It is hoped that the present 


condition of affairs will be remedied short- 
ly by the legalizing of the new = spice 
standards now under consideration by the 


department. After that prosecutions can 
be brought with more prospect of suc- 
cess in the courts.

Fertilizers Japan 
Washington, June 10, 1910. 

Attention is called in a report to the 
tureau of Manufactures by Vice-Consul- 
General Kk. G. Babbitt, of Yokohama, to 
the large purchases by Japan of fertil- 
izers. The Consul-General gives the trade 
of Japan in fertilizer and shows that the 
part which the United States has in this 
business amounts to less than one-half 
of the total, Mr. Babbitt comments on 
the subject as follows:— 

Reports are that the imports of fertilizers 


into Japan in 1909 were valued at $17,809,522, 
as compared with $20,847,835 in 1908, although 


the weights of the imports increased from 
1,201,455,109 kin (kin equals one and one-third 
pounds) in 1908 to 1,487,541,398 kin in 1900. 
In addition Japan produces annually prepared 


fertilizers valued at $17,000,000 and uses human

Beet Sugar Molasses Converted 
Into Potassium 


LARGE PLANT ERECTED IN) AUSTRIA 
FOR UTILIZATION A WASTE 
PRODUCT—UNITED STATES CON- 
SUL DESCRIBES PRODUCT, 


Washington, June 10, 1910. 

From Prague comes an account to the 
Bureau of Manufactures of the utiliza- 
tion of beet sugar molasses waste for 
conversion into a valuable product known 
as potassium cyanid. Consul Joseph I. 
Brittain makes this report on potassium 
ecyanid production, and states that re- 
cently a large plant was constructed in 
Austria for making this cyanid from thick 
molasses, a by-product from beet sugar 
factories. A description of this process 
is furnished by Mr. Brittain, as_ fol- 
lows:— 

The only factories where potassium cyanid is 


made from a by-product of sugar beets are 
two in Germany and one at Kolin, forty miles 
east of Prague, Bohemia. The molasses by- 
product is sold to factories manufacturing al- 
cohol, which by fermentation and distillation 
produce a first quality 97.7 per cent. pure 
alcohol for medicinal and chemical purposes, 
and a second quality denatured for fuel and 
light. The refined wholesales at $12.27 and 
the denatured at $9.15 to $0.54 for 26.41 
gallons. The former pays an internal-revenue 
tax of $18.27 per 26.41 gallons, 

After making the alcohol there remains a 
still thicker and darker colored molasses, re- 


sembling pine tar in appearance. This residue 


is sent from the various alcohol factories in 
tank cars and barrels to Kolin where, after 
subjected to steam heat, it flow® into long 
metal troughs and to retorts where it is burned 
for several hours, until tne gas escapes into 
pipes. The material then passes through ap 
extended system of pipes, undergoing various 


processes until it reaches the place where it Is 
mixed with lye, when the potassium cyanid is 
formed, after which the moisture is extracted 
by centrifugal force. The powder is then con- 
veyed to another room, where it is hydraulic- 
ally pressed into cakes and packed into boxes 
for shipment. The output of the Kolin factory 
is about 240,000 pounds a month, and is sold 


to gold and silver mining companies in South 
Africa. 

The building where the gas is generated is 
260 by 6S feet, and contains eight furnaces, 


with fifty-six retorts for burning molasses and 
generating gas. The main building containing 
the pipes and machinery, as well as the cen- 
trifugal machinery, is 195 by 45 feet. The 
machinery and boiler rooms are 67 by 65 feet, 
and 40 by 67 feet, respectively. The ceilings 
are twenty-three feet high to the cornice. In 
the building construction the use of wood has 
been avoided wherever possible, and, owing 
to the poisonous nature of the product every 
precaution has been taken to prevent the es- 
eape of gas into the buildings. 

From the centrifugal machinery up to where 
the cakes of potassium cyanid are pressed and 
packed workmen are obliged to wear respira- 
tors and specially made gloves. On arrival at 
the factory workmen must change their cloth- 
ing, lockers being arranged, and before leaving 
the works they must bathe, shower and plunge

HEARING ON BILLS RELATIVE TO THE 
VENDING OF FOOD AND DRUGS IN THE 
DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA—REPRESEN- 
TATIVE OF PROPRIETARY ASSOCI- 
ATION FAVORS SALUTARY LEG- 
ISLATION. 

Washington, June 10, 1910. 
Protracted hearings are in progress be- 
fore a sub-committee of the Committee 
on the District of Columbia in regard to 


three bills introduced Representative 
Moore, of Pennsylvania, relating to the 


vending of food and drugs in the District 
of Columbia. There are three separate 
measures, one relating to the regulation 
and storage of food supplies, another 
levying a tax on certain vendors of food, 
beverages and drugs, and a third, which 
among manufacturers and dealers in 
drugs and kindred articles, relating to the 
labeling of packages containing foods, 
beverages and drugs sold in the District 
of Columbia, so as to show the weight or 
measure of the contents thereof. 

Part of the time during the past week 
has been given by the sub-committee of 
the District Committee to the labeling 
bill presented by Mr. Moore (H. R, 23010). 
This measure contains seven sections and 
is intended to require the labeling of every 
package or container to show the mini- 
mum net weight or measure of the con- 
tents. It is also required by this measure 
that the provision with reference to 
show weight or measure of contents shall 
not apply to packages of pills, powders, 
or like medicaments when marked so as 
to indicate the number of pills, powders, 
ete., contained therein. In other words, 
the measure is intending’ to show the 
exact contents of packages, either in 
number or stated weight or measure, 

Some time was given during the hear- 
ings this week to Mr. George L. Douglass, 
of Chicago, representing the Proprietary 
Association of America. Mr. Douglass was 
subjected to a general cross-examination 
by the sub-committee members, He 
stated that he appeared before the com- 
mittee representing the Proprietary Asso- 
ciation of America, and in the course of 
his statements before the committee he 
took a square stand in favor of the pro- 
visions of the Pure Food law and other 
salutary legislation that has been enacted 
by Congress, or is now in progress toward 
enactment in the present Congress. Mr. 
Douglass stated that he appeared as 
counsel for the manufacturers of proprie- 


tary articles, and among other things 
said:— 
“IT do not think there is any one more thor- 


oughly opposed to any kind or species of fraud 
in the sale of foods and drugs than I am, or 
who would go further in sanctioning or favor- 
ing any bill intended to root out any snecies 
of deceit or fraud. Of course, Congress took 
a long step in that direction on the passage 
of the Pure Food and Drugs Act when it in- 
serted in that law the most drastic language 
possible as applied to propositions of that 
kind, when it penalized the use of any state- 
ment, design, or device which should be ‘false 


or misl ting in any particular.’ Now, it is 
not possible to enact anything more drastic 
than that,’’ 

In response to a statement made by 


Chairman Moore, of the Sub Committee, 
that there is no :abeling clause in the 
pure food law, Mr. Douglass replied ‘‘No, 
but the bill provides against any species 
of false labeling or any misleading de- 
sign or device.”’ The fault found by Mr. 
Douglass with the Moore bill relating 
to labeling in the District of Columbia 
was that said bill is too broad and sweep- 
ing, and requires labeling even in cases 
where such requirement is unnecessary 
and would work a hardship to the manu- 
facturers as well as considerable expense 
for new plates upon which to print labels 
and additional cost in attaching such 
labels. Mr. Douglass declared that he did 
not believe there was any public demand 
for proof as to the number of pills con- 
tained in any package. He said:—''The 
purpose of all just laws is to punish 
evil and for which there is no exist- 
ing remedy, but not to impose unneces- 
sary burdens upon manufacturers, dealers 
or others with reference to any trade 
concerning which there is no complaint 
and with which the public is satisfied. 
This bill is so broad, so sweeping it 
takes in ten times as many articles of 
manufacture as there is any necessity to 
include, even if you wish to remedy every 
evil, great or small,’”’ 


In response to a question as to some 
specific instance of hardship that _might 
result from the passage of the bill Mr. 


Douglass said:—‘‘In a matter of this kind 
the question always is, What will a cer- 
tain provision of the law do? Is it worth 


while to make trouble for thousands of 
people unless you are going to accom- 
plish some real benefit for some other 


thousands? I put in my pocket a few 
things to illustrate my view with regard 
to the package line. Under this bill 
that little vial of Humphrey’s homeo- 
pathic pills would have to be labeled with 


the number of pills contained or else 
with the weight. The box is full, but I 
do not know how many there are in the 


box. I buy a box for 15 or 25ec., whatever 
the price I pay for it. T never knew 
anybody to find fault with the sale of 


such goods because of the lack of a 
statement of the number of pills.”’ 

Mr. Douglass said he indorsed the pro- 
vision of the pure food law which re- 
quired certain narcotie and habit forming 
drugs to have certain labels; that, he 
declared, “is a very reasonable and wise 
precaution for the protection of the pub- 


lie.” 

There were presented before the com- 
mittee in the progress of the hearing a 
great number of samples of drugs and 


medicines, and it was evident from the 
character of the inquiries made by Chair- 
man Moore that it is his intention by this 
legislation to secure the printing upon 
labels the exact number of pills, for 
example, that may be contained in a box. 


He asked the question directly of Mr. 
Douglass why it could not be stated 
on the title in connection with other 
printing, just the number of pills such 
bottle contained? “My answer to that 
is this,’’ said Mr. Douglass, ‘‘what good 
will it do? Who wants it? Any legisla- 


tion should be—and I am sure you agree 
with me—in response to some public de- 
mand or to remedy some unquestioned 
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I am not here arguing in favor of 
freedom from all labeling or any- 
that kind. I would certainly 
here to urge any proposition 
but here is a suggestion 
in this bill that hundreds of articles 
shall have an additional label, not for 
the protection of the public, or in re- 
sponse to any demand of the public, but

not know.” 

The inquiries also proceeded*to take 
in the question of the contents of one 


and two ounce bottles of extract, cologne, 
essence, ete, This subject has been in- 
vestigated to some extent by the Pure 
Food Board of the Department of Agri- 
culture and testimony was given by 
glass blowers regarding the difficulty in 
each instance to produce bottles that did 
not contain either slightly more or less 
than the given quantity. Mr. Douglass 
called attention to this statement by glass 
blowers and the committee will bear testi- 
mony from the glass blowers on the sub- 
jec 

In discussing the question of additional 
expense to which manufacturers would 
put the proposed Moore bill, Mr. 
Douglass said that this expense would be 
for the labels, new lithographs or electro- 
types. illustrate,’’ he said, ‘‘two or 
three years ago I took up with the food 
commissioner of Kansas a number of 
cases with reference to labels. He thought 
some changes should be made in the 
labels under the food law of Kansas as 
well as the United States. I agreed with 
him and advised a certain client that 
that should be done. Well, that client. 
a very reputable manufacturing concern 
of Buffalo, did make those changes, but 
in the correspondence we had in reference 
to it he stated to me that the change ot 
labels incident to the enforcement of the 
national law cost them $10,000, just in the 
destruction of the old labels and in the 
preparation of the new labels. 

“The only proposition I am_ urging,”’ 
said Mr. Douglass, “is the futility and 
uselessness of requiring everything prac- 
tically in a drug store or a grocery store 
or a confectionery to have a special laie 
stating the amount of the weight. There 
is a litle package of ju-jubes. If any one 
wants to know what is in that package 
all he has to do is to take the trouble 
to look. What object would be served by 
requiring any additional label to be put 
on that package? Of course, you gentle- 
minen are just as familiar, probably, with 
drug stores or confectionery stores or 


grocery stores as I am, but it would be 
a good thing if you could go through 


one of these big establishments, not with 
a view to buying anything, but simply to 
study the vast variety of things on the 
shelves, all the packages and bundles of 
every description, and consider the burden 
that this bill would impose upon manu- 
facturers in this country and in foreign 
countries, for that matter, because sooner 
or later it would affect them.” 

In reply to an inquiry as to whether 
he would object to the manufacturer or 
dealer putting the quantity on the label, 


Mr. Douglass stated, ‘*‘Not if he wanted 
to, but I think it unreasonable or at 
any rate unnecessary for Congress to 
take hold of a matter concerning which 


there is no complaint among the people. 
There are lots of things which probably 
should be remedied, but certainly in the 
class of goods I have been discussing 
here, and with reference to the great 
mass of package goods which you will 
find in a drug store or a grocery store 
the public is not making any complaint. 
When I go in and buy a bottle of pickles 


I see every pickie in the bottle. Why 
should Congress step in and insist that 
the number of pickles = should be 


stated on the bottle when the purchaser 


can see for himself? Theoretically, the 
law should be shaped according to the 
idea of the Indian who wanted to buy a 
gun which would ‘kill if it was a deer 
and miss if it was a calf.’ The prob- 
lem of legislation is to frame a law that 
will meet such evils as exist and not 
go beyond that, so as to make unneces- 
sary trouble for any class of people. 
My theory is that the committee ought 
to find some way to limit the bill so 
that it will reach the evils and not em- 
barrass thousands of people nor make 
any unnecessary trouble. I would be 
flattered if [ had been invited to par- 
ticipate in the framing of the bill, but 


that is past and gone, and offhand I can- 
not indicate what articles it should be 
made to apply to.”

New Jersey Law for Sale Tur- 
pentine and Linseed Oil. 


The State of New Jersey has passed 
a law to provide against the sale of 


adulterated turpentine ,and linseed oil 
within its borders. It will be observed 
that this law, a copy of which follows, 
makes no provision for the unrestricted 
sale of “wood turpentine.’” The act, 
which was approved April 11, reads:— 

An Act to prevent the adulteration of and 
deception in the manufacture and sale of 
spirits of turpentine and linseed or flaxseed 


oil: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey:— 

1. No person, firm or corporation shall man 
ufacture or mix for sale, or offer or expose for 
sale, or have in possession with intent to sell, 


or sell under the name of spirits of turpentine 
or turpentine any article which is not wholly 
the product of the distillation of turpentine 


gum or the scrape from pine trees and unmixed 
or unadulterated with any oil, benzine, or 
any other substance of any kind whatever, or 
under the name of raw linseed oil, any article 
which is not wholly the product of commer- 
cially pure linseed or flaxseed; nor shall any 
person, firm or corporation sell under the name 
of boiled linseed oil or boiled oil, any article 
unless the oil from which said article was 
made be wholly the product of commercially 
pure linseed or flaxseed, and unless the same 
has been heated to at least 225 degrees Fah- 
renheit: Provided, however, that nothing con- 
tained in this section shall prohibit the man- 
ufacture, mixing for sale, offering or exposing 
for sale or sale of mixtures of spirits of tur- 
pentine, raw or boiled linseed oil with other 
substances, if every package in which such 
mixture is contained is plainly and legally 
marked in solid letters not less than two inches 
high, ‘‘Adulterated spirits of turpentine,’’ 
‘“‘Adulterated linseed oil’? or ‘‘Adulterated 
boiled oil,’’ as the case may be, together with 
the true name and amount of adulterant or 
adulterants which are contained in such mix- 
ture: And provided further, that no person, 
firm or corporation shall sell any adulterated 
spirits of turpentine or raw or boiled linseed 
oil without informing the purchaser at the time 
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of sale that the article is not pure spirits of 
turpentine, raw or boiled linseed oil, as the 
case may be, but is adulterated. 

2. Any person, firm or corporation who vio- 
lates any of the provisions of this act shall be 
liable to a penalty of $50 for the first offense, 
and to a penalty of $100 for the second offense, 
and to a penalty of $200 for the third and 
each subsequent offense. 

3. The State Board of Health shall enforce 
the provisions of this act; all inspectors of said 
board shall have free access, ingress and egress 


to all places where spirits of turpentine or 
raw or boiled linseed oil are manufactured, 
mixed, stored, exposed for sale or sold; they 
shall also have power and authority to open 
any barrel, tank, can or other container con- 
taining or suspected to contain any such tur- 


pentine or oil and to take samples therefrom 
for analysis. 

4. Any and all penalties prescribed by any of 
the provisions of this act shall be recovered in 
an action of debt by and in the name of the 
Board of Helath of the State of New 
as plaintiff. 

5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately.

Association Meeting. 


ORGANIZATION FORMED LAST SEPTEM: 
BER HAS ITS FIRST CONVENTION IN 
THIS CITY—HOPES TO RECONCILE 

VARIOUS STATE FOOD LAWS WITH 
NATIONAL MEASURE—CHRISTIAN 
BEILSTEIN’'S PAPER ON ‘ ‘EX- 

TRACT’ AND ‘FLAVOR.’ ”’ 


The iirst annual meeting of the Flavor- 
ing Extract Manutacturers’ Association 
of the United States was held at the Drug 
and Chemical Club last Wednesday and 
Thursday and attracted a gratifying at- 
tendance from all parts of the county. 
Many of the leading local essential oil 
and vanilla bean houses were represented, 
The association was formed at Cincinnati 
last September and one of the fundamen- 
tal principles of the organization was the 
co-operation in the enactment and en- 
forcement of laws which in their opera- 
tion shall deal justly with the rights of 
flavoring extract manufacturers and con- 
sumers. The membership now includes 
seventy-four of the representative houses 
in the larger conimercia’ centers of the 
country and the officers are confident that 
with the association well established 
the details of its purposes the membership 
will be materially augmented before an- 
othe: year. The enactment and operation 
of pure food laws by the various States 
as well as by the national government 
have raised_questions the most vital 
concern to the manufacturers of flavoring 
extracts of the country, but the greatest 
problem has been experienced as to label- 
ing their products for the market, espe- 
cially those known as the compounds, A 
short time pefore the meeting attempts 
were made to ascertain the details of 
operation of the pure food laws in all of 


the States, and of the forty replies re- 
ceived it was found that in but fifteen 
States was there a practical conformity 
to the national measure, the other States 
showing a wide diversity of detail in the 
enforcement of its laws on the subject. 
It is this conflict between the laws of 
the different States that involves the 


principal obstacle to the manufacturer in 
creating a general market for his goods 
without fear of some legal entanglement 
over the question of label. The most prac- 
tical solution this problem was voiced 


in the adoption of a resolution, ‘That 
this association reiterates its belief that 
all interests will best served all 


State food laws be brought in conformity 
with the national pure food law.” As 
an illustration of the extreme character 
of adverse legislation which the associa- 
tion has to combat a copy of an ordinance 
was read prohibiting the sale of extracts 


in Greenville, Texas. Many interesting 
papers were submitted, including those by 
Dr. C. Kleber on “Citrus Oils,” Dr. F. 


D. Dodge on ‘Essential Oils,’ Christian 
Beilstein on ‘Extract and Flavor.” C. C. 
Jenks on “Turpentine Extracts” and Dr. 
Eisman on “Vanilla Beans.’

fact? If you offered for sale a_ preserved 
peach under a label describing it as an apri 
cot. or vice versa, you would violate the food 
law. but the extracts made from parts of 
these two different fruits as stated are legally 
designated by one and the same name; and 
that aame is neither peach nor apricot, but 
almend Strange as this may seem to the 
unfainil’ar observer. the explanation is simnle 
enoug». It happens that the essential oil d's- 
tilled from the peach kernel is practically the 
same thing in character and quality as the 
corrcspond:ng product from the apricot kernel, 
and both are substantially identical with the 
essential «il cltained from the true almond 
fruit All three have the distinctive flavor 
which is universally associated with the 
almond, and both the compilers of the Phar- 
maccpoeia and the author of the departmental 
regulations gave this fact official recognition,

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curious illustration of this may be _ briefly 
ventured ;— 

In a Western jurisdiction an extract of 
vanilla was condemned, although the official 
chemist returned it as a normal product in 
which no objectionable quality or defect per 
se could be found. It was held to be mis- 
branded because the label described it as 
“highly concentrated” vanilla, But what 
does “highiy coneentrated” mean? Is_ this 
not In any reasonable view a clearly rela- 
tive term? It certainly does not assert or 
necessarily imply the highest possible de- 
gree of concentration. A normal ubstance 
which sat the same time is highly coneén- 
trated is far from inconceivable; and in 
point of fact there seems to be ample ground 
for the contention that the present standard 
extract of vanilla is such a substance. Be- 
fore the food and drugs laW the standard 
extract of vanilla by general custom was 
made in the proportion of eight (8) ounces 
of vanilla bean to the gallon. Under the 
statute the strength was increased to about 
thirteen (138) ounces to the gallon, because 
the department had seen fit to recognize of- 
ficially, not the standard established by long 
usage aiid practical expert knowledge, but 
the Pharmacoptwia formula by which the 
druggist was expected ta make ‘‘tincture of 
vanilla,’ a quart at a time, to be used for 
flavoring medical prescriptions. Now, did 
not this increase of over fifty (50) per cent. 
in the strength of extract of vanilla make 
the new product at least relatively a “high- 
ly concentrated” extract? If any argument 
were needed to support this point, a pretty 
go00d one seems to be furnished by the sug- 
gested new standard of the committee of 
official chemists. Under this new standard 
for extract of vanilla a minimum vanillin 
content of but five hundredths (0.05) per 
cent. is called for in what presumably would 
be designated a ftlormal product. Yet the 
government chemist reported In the con- 
demned extract not less than eleven hun- 
dredths (0.11) per cent., and that was the 
reason why he classified the extract as a 
merely normal preparation which it was 
wicked to call “highl¥ concentrated.” But 
the question we are here propounding does 
not seem to have been raised in the case 
cited. The defendant, ssibly because he 
was also charged with stating the name 
of the manufacturer, took the usual short 
cut, pleaded guilty and paid his fine. 

Now does not all this constitute the strong- 
est possible plea for* the application of a 
little more practical every-day horse sense, 
a little more effort to enlarge the official 
view beyond the cramping confines of mere 
forniulas, @ Mttle more human forbearance 
and tolerance On the part of those who are 
charged with the administration of a benefi- 
cient but tremendously fat-veaching law? 
Not a particle of consideration {8 here asked 
for the wrongdoer from deliberation or reck- 
lessness. But he is fe from being the only 
one to Come into collision with this statute. 
The honest manufacturer is compelled to 
construe many of the vague and sweeping 
provisions of the law himself, In theory he 
has the same right to maintain his interpre- 
tation as the ministerial officer hls. But, 
“government by administrative process” is a 
sign of the times. The official is in a pori- 
tion to give his construction the force and 
coercive effect of law itself, while the statute 
leaves the citizen without any substantial 
relief or remedy whatever in an affirmative 
sense. He cannot, if the two are irrecon- 
cilable, match his construction before a judi- 
cial tribunal against that of the official ex- 
cept by getting himself criminally indicted 
for a violation, in which event the chances 
will overwhelmingly be that the case will 
be disposed of one way or the other on some 
legal technicality wholly unconnected with 
the real question he is so anxious to have 
decided. Perhaps this was, and is, and will 
continue to be unavoidable, but that is all 
the more reason why in those numerous 
eases where there is an honest difference of 
opinion and plenty of room for it, the official 
attitude should be less arbitrary, less in- 
flexible, less uncompromising and less tena- 
cious of preconceived ideas and even preju- 
dices than, unfortunately, it too often is 
found. 


What, then, about the exclusive appropris- 
tion of the term ‘vanilla flavor’ to a prep- 
aration from vanilla beans? Is such an ap- 
propriation within the warrant of the law; 
and even if it be, is it always right and just, 
and is it alWays necessary? The first of 
these questions must needs remain unan- 
swered for the present. The mere fact that 
a purely ministerial officer of the govern- 
ment answers it in the affirmative by his 
acts may raise a presumption that such 
affirmative is correct; but this presumption 
certainly is not conclusive, even though such 
officer may be in a position to give his de- 
cision the practical force of law. The ques- 
tion itself will not be conclusively answered 
until, after a square presentation to a court 
of competent jurisdiction, it shall have been 
finaily determined and adjudicated. That 
such an adjudication is highly desirable will 
be generally agreed, as the question presents 
an issue of great importance, on one side of 
which we frequently meet a clearly defined 
policy of the administrative officers to make 
such appropriations whenever expediency 
suggests it, while on the other we liave cer- 
tain general rules of legal construction in 
respect of the meaning of words in the ver- 
nacular language, which may be traced all 
the way from Blackstone to the Western 
judge whose obiter dictum in a recent case 
tersely formulated the underlying principle 
to the effect that ‘neither the Secretary of 
Agriculture nor the public generally can 
change the meaning of the words ‘extract’ 
and ‘flavor,’ ”’ 

But, to repeat, even if a bare warrant of 
law were established for such special appro- 
priations—what about the fairness and jus- 
tice and necessity of the practice ifi many 
eases? The contentions in support of it are 
of an obvious character and in a majority 
of instances they are doubtless well founded; 
but, again, are they so invariably? Let us 
examine one or two of them which are such 
as to enable us in doing so to cover a good 
part of the whole ground. The complaining 
manufacturer is told substantially this:—You 
are not prohibited from using the words 
“vanilla flavor’ on your label covering such 
a preparation as we have been discussing. 
You must, however, print Cofispicuously with 
them the word “imitation,’’ or perhaps some 
other word of like import. And, it is added, 
you have no cause to complain of this re- 
quirement. Your product does imitate the 
flavor of the vanilla bean, and it therefore 
is an imitation. When the consumer asks 
for vanilla he expects and has a right to 
expect something made from Vanilla beans; 
and if instead you give him an imitation of 
such a material you are deceiving him un- 
less you teil him that it is an imitation, 

Is all this strictly true? Is the production 
or reproduction of a substance, or a quality 
in a substance, from a source other than 
that from which it was first made al- 
ways an imitation in the frequently derog- 
atory sense in which that word is’ pop- 
ularly employed? Is oxalic acid made 
from wood sawdust an “imitation” be- 
cause not made from the material from 
which it was originally obtained and after 
which it was named? Does synthetie benzoic 
acid have to be labeled ‘‘Imitataion’’? Is not 
extract of almond made from peach kernels 
an imitation; and if it is right and proper to 
label this almond extract without the word 
“Tmitation,’’ why not some others? 

The man in the street, the woman in the 
kitchen, everybody knows exactly what is 
meant by the names apple, peach, orange, pine- 
apple and the like. The meanest intellect un- 
doubtedly associates the idea of lemon flavor, 
or pineapple or peach flavor immediately and 
directly with the fruits themselves. It is not 
unreasonable therefore to assert that when the 
ordinary consumer asks for a prepared flavor 
of one of these descriptions he actually has in 
mind something made from the fruit itself 
whose flavor he wants. But will any one pre- 
tend that the same thing is true of vanilla? 
Those in the best position to know are famil- 
iar with the fact that the general public is 
ilmost completely ignorant about the vanilla 
bean. Even among the intelligent and experi- 
enced it is unusual to find an individual who 
has more than a hazy idea of the source of 
the vanilla flavor or who can recall having 
ever seen a vanilla bean; and in probably a 
majority of even these exceptional cases what 
the individual thought was a vanilla bean was 
in fact a tonka bean. The consumer then has 
known the term ‘vanilla’? only symbolically. 
It has meant to him the name of a common 
and familiar flavor, nothing more. He has not 
known any other word or term to de 
this flavor; and he has’ known practically 
nothing and cared less about the source from 
which that flavor was derived. Now, if all 
this is so, does it seem reasonable to say that 
when this consumer asks his dealer for a ten- 
cent bottle of ‘‘vanilla’’ he must be conclus- 
ively presumed to want a material prepared 
from vanilla beans and from nothing else? 

The element of deception is not involved so 
rar as the consumer is concerned. With him it 
is a question solely of the identity of the flavoy 
desired: and our premise presupposes this 
question to have been covered by our produe- 
tion of that which, by the controlling test of 
the sense of taste. is universally known and 
immediately recognized as the flavor of vanilla, 
On the other hand, the element of possible in- 
feriority in the sense of unwholesomeness does 


made from a fruit. The result is that this 
popular material which is not, and never 
has been, produced commercially in this coun- 
try, is held at customs to be dutiable at the 
specific rate of one dollar per pound, the 
equivaient of over 70 per cent. ad valorem; 
and upon the importer rests the burden of 
showing that oil of orange is not the kind 

a “fruit oil’ which was formerly classified 
with entire propriety under the head of ethe 
To the practical man, familiar with the h 
tory of the question this seems ridiculously 
obvious; but through the failure or rather 
refusal of the administrative officers of the 
government to clear the matter up without 
jegal controversy in the interests of simple 
justice and fair dealing, thousands of dollars 
of the consumer’s money will have been 
wasted before the litigation now under way is 
completed even though it be successful. 

\nd just one more; Under a long line of 
treasury rulings and judicial decisions based 
upon Section 19 of the Customs Administra- 
tive Act of June 10, 1890, the principle has 
become well settled that containers which are 
the usual and ordinary coverings of the mer- 
chandise imported in them are dutiable at 
the vame rate as their contents if such con- 
tents are dutiable at an ad va- 
lorem rate; whereas, if such con- 
tents are free or pay a specific 
duty the container are free. In para- 
‘raph 151 of the Payne-Aldrich Tariff complete- 
\ hidden away among such commodities as 
iron and steel tubes, pipes, flues and stays, 
cylindrical furnaces and the like, we find 
an innocent-looking clause, which reads as 
follow 

“Cylindrical or tubular tanks or vessels, 
for holding gas, liquids or other material, 
whether full or empty, 30 per centum ad 
valorem.” 

Just how this provision came to be so care- 
fuliy concealed in this place need not new 
concern us. In any event the customs cf- 
ficials found it and, whether prompted from 
the outside or not, decided at once that the 
duty was applicable to the large iron drums 
which so exiensively used for glycerine 
and various bulky essential oils. Had they 
stopped no fault could be found and 
the question would be a simple one for the 
proper authorities to decide whether the 
clause in paragraph 151 is such an expres@ 
provision of law as is necessary to take the 
arums out of the rule under section 19 of 
the jaw of 1880. But, having concluded that 
“eylindrical or tubular tanks or vessels,’’ 
meant in any case the large iron drums, 
the customs department proceeded to ex- 
tend and expand the construction so as to 
include other metal containers not speciaily 
ywovided for in the act; and after more or 
less uncertainty there emerged the rule now 
in operation, under which all non-enumer- 
ited metal containers, regardless of size, are 
held to be dutiable under paragraph 151 so 
long as they are cylindrical in form. Con- 
tainers of the same metal, however, which 
are not cylindrical, although they may come 
from the same source and carry the same 
class of contents, are held not to come 
within the meaning of the paragraph men 
tioned. Thus if you import an article on 
the free list, se oil of sweet almond, in 
square cans, the containers come in free; 
but if the same oil be packed in round cans 
the containers pay a duty of SO per cent. 
ad valorem, We therefore have here the 
extraordinary spectacle of a tariff provision 
under which, as to whether a given article 
is free or dutiable, the ultimate and only 
test is whether the tin or other metal of 
whieh it is made is bent in one way or in 
another. 

Now let us turn ffom this review of ex- 
isting conditions to the question of what 
there is to be said about them. Take again 
the typical case of vanilla. The depart- 
mental definition of vanilla extract is, an 
extract prepared vanilla’ beans. It 
says nothing about vanilla flavor. In_ the 
earlier cases against manufacturers prose- 
euted for violation of the food law in re 
spect of vanilla preparations this definition 
in Circular No. 19 appears to have been set 
up as the standard under the statute. Later 
on, however, this position was modified and 
we find in the published notices of judgment 
the simple allegation that ‘‘vanilla extract, 
cr flavor, as recognized by reliable manu- 
facturers and dealers, is the flavoring extract 
prepared from vanilla beans and contains the 
soluble matters from not less than 10 grams 
of the vanilla bean to each 100 centigrams.” 

Disregarding the vague, inconclusive and 
unsupported reference to “reliable manufac- 
turers and dealer we find here a_ specific 
proposition to expand the term vanilla ex- 
tract so as to make it inclusive of and co- 
extensive with the term vanilla flavor. In 
other words, the two terms are treated as 
being synonymous. Let us look a little un- 
der the surface of this proposition. What 
does the word “flavor” mean? We will con- 
cede that the term “extract of vanilla’ im- 
ports only one thing, namely, a material 
extracted from vanilla and that there is no 
occasion to quarrel with the official appro- 
priation and limitation of that unqualified 
term to a product derived from vanilla beans 
and from nothing else. But is the vanilla 
hean the enly source of that distinguishing 
quality whieh we know as the _ vanilla 
flavor? Without attempting to answer 


furm to the requirements of the law, even 
though it was not extracted from the source 
piainiy and unqualifiediy stated on the label. 

Now, take another case. By a simple process 
of distillation we obtain a highly aromatic 
essential oil from the leaves of the shrub 
known to the botanist as gaultheria procum- 
bens, but popularly called wintergfreen, check- 
erberry, teaberry or some other of the variants 
of which one botanical index enumerates not 
less than tWenty. By exactly the same process 
we distil from the bark or the small branches 
and twigs of the common sweet birch tree an 
other essential oll which in its chemical con 
stituents and physical characteristics, and par- 
ticularly in the distinetive quality of its odor 
and flavor is practically identical with the 
product from gaultheria, Just as the oil of 
bitter almond and the oil of peach kernel both 
consist, all but a small percentage, of Benzal- 
dehyde, so the oil of gaultheria and the oil of 
sweet birch are similar in that each consists 
almost entirely of the aromatic — principle 
methyl salicylate. This aromatic substance 
methyl salicylate, moreover, is made in per- 
fect purity by a synthetic process; and this 
product for all practical purposes is not dis- 
tinguishable either from the gaultheria or the 
birch oil. The United States Pharmacopocia 
says that for flavoring purposes these three 
materials may be considered identical and may 
be used interchangeably. But if they are so 
used, may an article flavored with birch oil 
(to say nothing of the methyl salicylate) be 
labeled ‘‘wintergreen’’ as the peach and apri 
cot products are permitted to be called “‘al- 
mond’'’? The answer is, » it may not. Al- 
though the flavor is the same; although the 
flavoring materials are chemically so closely 
similar that no chemist has up to this time 
been able to discover any satisfactory method 
of distinguishing the one frem the other; al- 
though the flavor has always and universally 
been known and recognized by the name win- 
tergreen and by no other name despite the fact 
that not five per cent. of the material was 
derived from gaultheria—notwithstanding all 
this, the administrative rule is that the name 
“wintergreen’’ may not be used, unqualified, 
unless the flavoring material was actually ob- 
tained from gaultheria. And, although there is 
no present purpose of dwelling on the point, 
the remark may be here added that the result 
of the rule in actual practice is pretty much 
the same as if some governmental department 
were to proclaim a rule that in certain cir- 
cumstances a natural watercourse shall flow 
uphill and not downhill.* 

Again, under the food law regulations, the 
term ‘‘Vanilla Extract’’ has been set apart 
and appropriated for use only with a product 
made exclusively from vanilla beans, We 
have here a flavoring agent extracted from the 
from which the flavor takes its name, 
Why or how it happened to take its name 
from that material does not appear to be 
important, but it is probably safe to assume 
that it was because the flavor was first found 
in or obtained from that material. Now, sup 
pose that co-existent with this material we 
have other materials which, although known 
by different names, vield a product which has 
exactly the same flavor as that derived from 
the vanilla bean, just as we found to be the 
case in the almond series and in the winter- 
green series of materials. And suppose we ex- 
actly produce this peculiar flavor from one of 
these materials—are we permitted to call the 
flavor so produced by the same name as that 
riven to the product from the vanilla bean? 
The answer once more is, No. But, assume 
further that we transplant the vanilla bean, 
the Mexican variety, from its original 
habitat to some new region, for instance to 
the Tahiti Isands in the Pacific Ocean, The 
plant flourishes and produces fruit; but owing 
to the influence of the different soil and pos- 
sibly to general climatic conditions, the fla- 
vor of this fruit, after the plant has become 
naturalized and acclimated, changes so that it is 
no longer the true flavor which is so well known 
as vanilla The plant, however, and its fruit 
have not changed otherwise and still remain 
vanilla. Now you make an extract from this 
fruit It is obtained from vanilla beans— 
of that there can be no question, but it has 
not that distinguishing quality which alone 
is known as the vanilla flavor, How are 
you going to label this product in) the light 
of the definition that a flavoring extract con- 
forms in name to the plant used in its prep- 
aration? We shall return to this subject 
a little later, 

Meanwhile, the writer cannot resist the 
temptation to interpolate a collateral example 
or two furnished by the administration of the 
tariff act, which although not strictly 
relevant to our immediate question will il- 
luminate the general problem of queer defini- 
tions and strange technical distinctions. 

Under the old Dingley law, oil of orange, 
like its companion products, oil of lemon and 
oil of bergamot, was specified by name in 
the free list The first published draft of 
the Payne bill found this ofl with many 
others missing from the free list and not 
snecifically provided for, The presumption 
therefore was that it was to be assessed at 
25 per cent. ad valorem as an unenumer- 
ated essential oil, and such was undoubtedly 
the original intent of the author of the 
Payne bill. Subsequently in the Senate bill 
the article was specially provided for at 24 
per cent. ad valorem and in the course of

EK. C, Travis, Western manager of the 
American Linseed Company, has received 
at this office in this city the details of 
the tragic accident in Solano county, 
California, in which by the overturning 
of a big touring car, Mrs, J. Frank Bond, 
wife of J. Frank Bond, of G. C. Clinch & 
Co., wholesale paint and oil dealers, San 
Francisco, lost her life, and in which 
every other member of the party of six 
was injured except one. One of the 
most seriously hurt was R. R. Strange, 
manager of the Pacific Lead and Oil 
Works, which is the Pacific branch of 
the American Linseed Company. The ac- 
cident occurred about fourteen’ miles 
north of the litthe town of Boonevilie, 
on a road which runs along Dry Creek. 
The weight of the automobile caused the 
bank to give way, and the car was pre- 
cipitated into the creek with all of its 
passengers. Mrs. Bond was caught under 
the big car and her life was. either 
crushed out by the weight of the ma- 
chine or she was drowned by the waters 
of the creek, for her face was buried in 
the sand. Miss Hazel Bond was also 
caught beneath the car, but in such a 
way that she was not badly injured. Mr, 
Strange, who was driving the car, was 
also pinioned beneath it. His shoulder 
was dislocated and he suffered some in- 


ternal injuries, it is feared. When he 
arrived at San Francisco he had to be 
carried to an ambulance, and was im- 


mediately taken to a hospital He was 
almost unable to speak. Mr. Travis had 
about made arrangements for Mr. 
Strange to take a trip to the South Sea 


Islands in the interest of the company 
for the purpose of looking over the 
copra prospects, and it was announced 
in these columns last week that Mr. 


Strange would start about the middle of 
July. It is doubtful if he will be fully

Customs Court began its labors here this 
week,

final appeal in customs cases 
only, which was authorized under the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law, is sitting. A 
fuil bench was present and without fur- 
ther preliminary court began_ its 
business of clearing up the docket. Two 
hundred and twenty-eight cases await 
the decision of the tive judges and new 
cases are being filed every day, 

The members of the court are Chief 
Judge Robert M. Montgomery and Asso- 
ciate Judges William H. Hunt, James F, 
Smith, Orion M. Barber and Marion De 
Vries. These judges are garbed in black 
silk gowns. 

Assistant Attorney-General D, Frank 
Lloyd, who is assigned to customs Cases, 
called up the case of the United States, 
appellant, against G. Siegle & Co., ap- 
pellee, immediately on the convening of 
the court, and the presentation of the 
government side was immediately com- 
menced. Siegle & Co. are importers of 
paints and received certain shipments of 
bronze and scarlet lakes from Holland 
the summer which they 
were required to pay 30 per cent. ad 


first time in 


valorem duty. They protested that they 
should have been assessed but five cents 
per pound and their protest was sus- 


tained by the Board of General Apprais- 
ers and later in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the southern district of 
New York. Appeal was taken to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
and later transferred the customs 
court. 

The Customs Court is designed to do 
away with the delays and secure some 
uniformity action arising from appeals 
made from the decisions of the Boards of 
General Appraisers in various parts of 
the country regarding ‘interpretations of 
the tariff law. Protests or appeals from 
the decisions of collectors of customs 
are made to the Boards of General Ap- 
praisers in ports where they happen 
and from their decision has 
heretofore been the custom to take the 
eases to the United States courts.

The daily average production of the 
deep sand pools is holding up remarkably 
well, and with the new wells being drilled in 
daily there is a slight increase instead of a 
decline, as is usually the case in new fields.
